SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the citizens of Troy: 

The amount of money appropriated for the support of 
schools the past year was $1200. The amount raised by tax 
$1075, literary fund $99.68, received from other sources $25.32. 
The amount appropriated to each district can be learned by 
consulting Selectmen’s report. 

Number of scholars attending school two weeks or more, as 
per the following statement, ae Amount of money to each 
scholar, $7.36. 

The total number of weeks of school was 131. 6. Average 
number of weeks to each school, 21.9. 

Number of visits by parents and citizens 245, by others 41. 

Number of visits by Prudential Committee 11, by Superin- 
tending Committee 28. 

The condition of the schools has been very good, and I 
think they have maintained their former good standing. 

With but one exception, the teachers and pupils have worked 
in unison and harmony. 

The teachers have all appeared interested in their work, and 
have labored with commendable zeal and faithfulness. Nearly 
all attained a good degree of success; some did excellently. 
Failure in schools may be due, on the part of teachers, to a 
lack of faculty to maintain proper discipline, or to inspire the 
pupils with interest for their studies. 

But all failures are not due to the inability of the teacher. 
Parents and others very often make remarks before the pupils 
about the teacher’s conduct, both in and out of the school 
room, and about the way the school is managed, which begets 
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a prejudice on the part of the scholars and destroys any teach- 
er’s power for doing good. 

It is the opinion of your Committee that more good can be 
done by calling attention to excellencies; and when faults are 
found, by pointing them out to the teacher privately, instead 
of discoursing upon them publicly to the pupils, and saying 
nothing to the teachers. 

When teachers and pupils know what things are for the best 
of the school, they will,aim at those things. 

Inexperienced workmen are not expected to accomplish that 
which they will after practice, no matter how well qualified 
they may be in theory; and it is not always just to censure 
teachers upon the testimony of others, and especially upon 
that of the children, who often color largely to suit their passing 
mood. Every parent should visit the school room and form 
their own judgment from their own observation. 

In this way each can see whether good and proper discipline 
is maintained, and can learn of the advancement made. 

By thus doing your own knowledge will be refreshed, and 
augmented ;, you will become interested, and therefore will in- 
terest and benefit your children, and will acquire an influence 
over them that will exist when they are no longer boys and 
girls, which will amply compensate for all your effort and 
painstaking. 

From the list of 245 visits as recorded made by parents 
and citizens, but fifty are the names of parents; some of them 
we see recorded nearly every term; others but seldom; and 
there are many whose names have never been recorded. 

To receive the greatest possible benefit from the amount of 
money appropriated there should ‘be, on the part of the 
scholar, prompt and constant attendance, with short lessons 
well learned. Taking no account of the tardy and dismissed, 
the registers report absences equal to 901.72 whole days—a 
term of 180.3 weeks for one scholar, or 18 weeks for ten. 

Who is responsible for this irregularity of attendance? The 
complaint is sometimes made that the teacher fails to interest 
the children; but unless the children are constantly in their 
places we can hardly expect them to be interested or very 
much benefited. 
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No text book on physiology has been adopted, teaching the 
effects of stimulants and narcotics, as the law requires, none 
having been examined that it was thought best to adopt. 


The subject has received attention in the schools the past 
year, and has been taught by topics given out by the teacher, 
the information having been obtained from different sources 
and committed to writing by the pupils, and I think they have 
obtained as much knowledge upon this subject as they would 
from the study of a text book. 


A text book upon the supject will be recommended in due 
time. ; 

The Duntonian system of duplex copy books has been in- 
troduced, as they possess certain features which are an improve- 
ment on the old style copy book, and of advantage to the 
student of penmanship. 

Of the eight teachers employed, only one taught for the first 
time. : 

After a year’s absence, the Grammar School was again taught 
by Mrs. L. B. Wright, who maintained her former reputation 
as a teacher, good progress being made in all branches. 


This was the second year of Miss Cora F. Butler’s instruc- 
tion in the North Primary. Good order and discipline were 
maintained, and the closing examinations were satisfactory, and 
reflected much credit on both teacher and scholar. 

The South Primary was taught by Miss Edith L. Aldrich. 
Good progress was made. The teacher labored earnestly for 
the good of the school, and the recitations were good. 


The school in District No. 2 was taught by Miss Anna L. 
Brooks of Fitzwilliam. The deportment for both terms was 
good, and examination showed good improvement in all studies. 


The Summer term in District No. 3 was taught by Miss 
Annie W. Hurlbutt, and fair progress was made. 


The Winter term was taught by Miss Hattie J. Collins of 
Keene, and was an example of short lessons well committed. 
The scholars did not go over as much ground as we.might 
expect in a term of twelve weeks, but it was evident what they 
learned was learned well. 

District No. 3, Summer term, was taught by Miss Henrietta 
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M. Wright of Royalston, who taught the school last year, and 
our remarks then will apply now. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ida A. Merrill, a 
graduate of a normal school. She possessed ample qualifica- 
tions for teaching. She failed however in gaining the esteem 
and confidence of a majority of the scholars, and therefore the 
term was not as profitable as it otherwise would have been. 
The scholars present examination day recited very creditably. 

Of the 163 scholars nine have not been absent or tardy dur- 
ing the year, and constitute the following
